A telegram from Mohill says :—Shortly before 
dawn on Sunday morning a rather exciting in- 
cident took place at Mohill Railway Station be- 
tween a force of the local police and a number 
of raiders.

ARMED MEN IN RAILWAY

The. constable refused to 
do so and tackled his assailant. The raider was

Policemen who participated in the defence of 
the barracks on Friday morning last state that 
their first knowledge of the attack was due to 
some of their number seeing the flashing of 
electric torches from room to room on the 
cpposite side of Lord Edward street. 
between midnight and a.m., and nearly all the 
men were then in their beds. Had the lighta 
not been seen their belief is that, so sudden was 
the fusiliade, the majority of them would have 
been killed in their bedrooms. Many bullets 
penetrated the iron shutters of the upper storey. 
Constable Morton appears to have been 
wounded by the explosion of a bomb, and was 
heard by his comrades crying out that his hip 
was broken. Rescue, however, became impos- 
sible in the blazing building, and it was only 


on the following day at noon that the charred 


remains were recovered. 

n the course of an “interview this 
Cleary. the District Coroner, 
informed me that it was improbable that any 
further attempt would be made to hold an 
inquest. The remains of both Sergeant Keane 
and Constable Morton were so charred as to be 
unrecognisable. During the morning, after the

‘OUTRAGES OFFICIALLY

The summary of official reports of outrages 


received on 3ist May, 1920, and issued last night,

. (2) Ireland's right to claim “ indiscriminate 
expenditure ” is cancelled, but she is compelled 
to remain subject to “ indiscriminate taxation ”’ 
as regards about 94 per cent. of her tax re- 
venues. 

(3) Although the intention appears to be to 
provide Ireland with a @urplus for new pur- 
posés of about £3,262,000 per annum (in the 
first instance), increased expenditure on “ re- 
served services ” over which Ireland would have 
no control might exhaust the whole of this 
“free gift.” 

(4) The Chancellors of the Irish Exchequers 
could not Budget with any certainty pending 
the presentation of the annual report of the 
Joint Exchequer Board as to the effect of the 
adjustments to be made between :— 

(a) Irelaml and Great Britain: and 
(6) Southern and Northern Ireland. 


(5) The Irish Parliaments, while denied really ' 


effective control over large areas of Irish affairs, 
would be compelled to submit to taxation suited 
to British and not to Irish conditions. 

(6) By fixing the contribution towards Im- 
perial expenditure for the first two years in the 
sum of £18,000,000, the bill in effect. gives statu- 
tory authority fo the Treasury estimates: in the 
White Paper (Cmd. 645), which we are not, 
however, prepared to accept as correct. 

In arriving at the contribution no allowamee 
has been made for the over-taxation of Ireland 
in the past. 

(7) No clear indication is given as to the 
amount of the Imperial contribution after the 
first two years, or its effect upon Irish finances, 
and the proposal to make this claim a first, in- 
stead of a residual charge upon Irish revenue 
is objectionable, in view of the uncertainty as 
to the amount of the charge.

 PROGRESS OF CURATIVE’ 


TREATMENT. 


The annual general meeting of the sub- 
scribers and friends of the Mission to Lepers 
was held on Monday afternoon at the head 
office, 20 Lincoln place, Dublin. Mr. R. W 
Booth, J.P., presided, and proposed a resoiu- 
tion placing on record the members’ “ sense of 
the great loss which the Mission has sustained 
by the death of their honoured and beloved 
President, His Grace the Lord Primate of All 
Ireland.” The resolution stated that the late Dr. 
Crozier’s “ interest in the work of the Mission 
was very real and of long standing, and his 
sympathetic and effective utterances on its be- 
half have been the means of winning many 
friends for the cause, and of stimulating to 
further effort those who were already engaged 
in the work.” The resolution extended to Mrs. 
Crozier and the other members of the family 
heartfelt sympathy im their sad bereavement. 

The resolution was solemnly adopted. 

Mr. A. T. Barber, Hon. Secretary, submitted 
the annual report for the year 1919, which 
stated that distinct progress had been made in 
every department. e home income, including 
legacies, was £62,241. The Government and 
municipal grants and other contributions re- 
ceived and expended abroad amounted to 
£22,191, making a total iticome from all sources 
of £84,432. The total expenditure was £75,556, 
an increased expenditure of £25,980 over any 

revious year, fully met by increased income. 

his happy state of affairs was largely due to 
the fact that the appeal of the lepers’ .needs had 

m more widely made known, especially in 
India and the United States, in which countries 
the response had been particnilarly generous. 
One very valuable outcome of their General 
Secretary's visit to the United States was the 
acceptance of a new objective—to aid 
in the effort to rid the world 
of the dread scourge of leprosy. Referring to 
curative treatment, the report stated that Sir 
Leonard Rogers researches had produced such 
satisfactory results that the Chairman felt jus- 
tified in saying that the situation was one of 
great hopefulness.

Referring to 
the large Government grants, he said that 
there was no doubt that within the next few 
years the Government would be doing its own 
work for medical and educational purposes, 
and now was the chance of those who wished 
to carry on these great works on Christian 
lines. He commented on the characteristic of 
the Mission to Lepers as being supported — by 
people who though, so to speak, Worshipping 
at different altars, were brocght closer by this 
Society in their common worship of God.
